long ambition and set a new unofficial 
world’s speed record. 
Tile airship, weighing only 2200 
pounds, which supported Lieutenant 
Williams in his comet-like flight, was 
the new Curtis racer with which the 
navy hopes to win the Pulitzer race 
in October. 
Climbing from the ground in steep 
spirals, the plane poised hawk-like at 
3000 feet for just a fraction of a mo­ 
ment and then dived toward the earth. 
Down it plunged motor roaring and 
at increasing speed until, when barely 
300 feet from the ground, with perfect 
precision, it flattened out, and shot 
off on the straightaway one-kilometer 
course for a world’s record. 
Achieves His Ambition 
“It was my one hope and ambition 
to travel five miles a minute,” Lieut­ 
enant Williams said after landing. 
“Before taking off I mentioned this 
confidentially to W. D. Gilmore, and 
he arranged to show a white cross 
from the field if I attained this speed. 
Going at a speed like that creates a 
sensation of keen delight.” 
“Even before I saw the white cross 
I knew I was traveling far faster than 
I had ever traveled before. 
From 
the way I felt in the morning I could 
have stood a speed of 500 miles an 
hour as easily as 300.” 
lieutenant Williams said that the 
only sensations he felt while making 
the new record were “extreme ex- 
■ja hilaration and keenest pleasure.” 
Lieutenant Williams said the ship 
balances perfectly and that the fast­ 
er it goes the more sensitive are the 
controls. 
The ship was built to aver­ 
age a speed of 2,55 miles per hour 
before being accepted. 
He later put 
tae ship through acceptance tests, at­ 
taining an average speed of 268.2 
miles per hour.

Boys Build House 
A Year, Training

Lancaster, Pa.—A new liousc is 
built every year at the 
Thaddeus 
Stevens Industrial School in Lancast­ 
er . 
The house is not permanent, 
however, 
It is a port of the course 
of manual training which the boys 
who attend the institution receive. 
Orphaned boys from all parts of 
Pennsylvania make up 
the 
group 
trained at the school. 
One of the 
courses is bricklaying, another is car­ 
pentry and woodworking. 
During 
each year’s work the boys construct 
a complete house, framework is erect­ 
ed and brick walls are laid. 
Before 
the next year starts the house in torn 
down and the next class again starts 
at the bottom. 
The school is the product of the 
forethought 
of 
Thaddeus Stevens, 
credited with being the father of 
Pennsylvania’s school system and a 
leader iti national affairs during the 
< iv ii War. 
A small bequest in his 
will provided the original fund which 
years later was used to start the in­ 
stitution. 
The state now aids in 
•sporting it. 
Forty-seven boys are now on the 
rolls. 
In their selection, those 
in 
charge give preference to those who 
have no parents. 
Those whose fath­ 
er is dead are the second choice with 
third for those whose mothers are 
dead. 
They receive 
three years’ of 
training, and the courses ’ablude car­ 
pentry, bricklaying, pattern making, 
electricity and machinery. 
Among the unique products of the 
boys’ efforts is a lawnmower used at 
the school. 
An old automobile of 
cheap make and an old lawnmower. 
of horsedrawn type, were obtained. 
The boys tore them apart and fitted 
the two together. 
Now they have a 
motordriven lawnmower.

The airship, weighing only 2200 
pounds, which supported Lieutenant 
Williams in his comet-like flight, was 
the new Curtis racer with which the 
navy hopes to win the Pulitzer race 
in October. 
Climbing from the ground in steep 
spirals, the plane poised hawk-like at 
3000 feet for just a fraction of a mo­ 
ment and then dived toward the earth.
